LIVES SAID TO BE LOST. y 

NEW YORK, January 31.—The fire reported: 
as breaking out in the Times office originated } 
in the building formerly occupied by the: 


Times building, but separated from it by in- 
tervening buildings. Strenuous efforts are 
making to save the Times, but the fire is 
spreading rapidly and itis feared it cannot 
be controlled short of the corner, where the 
Times office is located. There is an uncon- 
firmed rumor of the loss of several lives. 

Ambulances are on the spot. There isa 
slight snow falling but the air is dry and 
| crisp with a light breeze from the north, 
which increases the difficulty of controlling 
‘the fire. The block in which the fire is burn- 
‘ing is an irregular shaped gore with the 
building formerly occupied by the World on 
its southeast corner and the Times buildiug 
occupying the entire northern angle of the 
gore.

LARGE MASSES OP FLAMES. 

Irenzus Prime sends the following note: 
“To Associated Press—Thne New York Ob- 
server has been burned out, and this week’s 
issue will be delayed.’’

The Scientific American is the prop- 
erty of Munn &Co., patent agents. The de- 
struction of accumulated patents, modelis, 
drawings, etc., owned by this concern swell 
the amount of its loss to over $100,000, 
Competent judges sum up the total loss of 
all A aa including the building, to over 
$1,000,000. 


The number of losers is prodigious. It 
is estimated that in the innumerable 
offices in the building fully 500 
men, women and boys found eme 
ployment. Anumber of girls were eme« 
loyed in the two upper stories of the builds 
ng, in which there were many small printing 
offices and book-binderies.

Where They Congregate and Suffer 
the Most. |

Localities Packed With People 
Where Destitution Prevails. 


How Poverty and Orime sare Made 
to go Hand in Hand,

Cases forthe Relief Associations—How 
Assistance is Rendered—A Talk 
With a Philanthropist. 


Tbe ministers met last night to talk about 
the curse of Mormonism, to urge Congress to 
adopt such measures as will do away with 
the evil, but the farmore important problem 
of what shall be done with the poor was 
hardly brought up for consideration. 
Polygamy is one ofthe questions that has 
oroved as vexatious to the law-makers of the 
nation as caring for the poor has tothe Chris- 
tian people of all the great oities. So far 
during the present winter the ministers have 
not taken any noticeable interest in the cause 
of those who have been unfortunate, but this 
may be aceounted for, to some extent, on the 
ground that the winter has not 
been severe and, consequently, the suffering 
not so great. They seem to think that the 
only requisite necessary for the amelioration 
of the condition of the poor is moderate 
weather, and that the Lord willl take care of 
the rest. The poor have many reproaches 
for the church people, and claim that they do 
not, asarule, give them any attention. Oj 
course there must be exceptions, however, 
for the reporter found many cases where if 


ithad not been for the charitable deeds of 
Christian people there would undoubtedly 
have been much euffering. Then, many 
cases were heard of through the Provi- 
dent Association, which were receiving 
sid from people charitably disposed, thus re- 
lieving to a degree the constant drain upon 
the resources of the several associations. In 
remote portions of the city, for instance in 
Bremen and Carondelet and beyond Grand 
avenue, itis very dificult forthe Provident 
ee to reach them and they must de- 
pen 
UPON THE EINDNESS OF THE PEOPLE 

in the locality in which they are thrown. But 
the cases in those localities are not numerous 
and the caring for them isnot burdensome. 


The greatest suffering exists in the 
h of the city, in places 
where people least suspectit. The bound- 


aries might be given as from Wasbington to 
Cass avenue and from the levee to Twentieth 
street. The police, however, are constantly 
reporting cases of destitution in other por, | 
tions of the city, and no street is free from 
those who know nothing of hunger and 
want,.?? 
‘*Where do the poor mostly congregate ?”’ 
The question was put to Capt. Huebler, of - 
he Third District, this morning as he sat in 
bis office at Seventh and Carr. 
“I have got a majority of them | 
round here,] think. The third has always 
een considered the greatest district for the 
oor in the city.” 
. A see as much of them asin former 
/ears 
‘The suffering is by no means as great, but 
ii 18 not likely 1 would know as much about 
it, anyway. The taking of the receipts of tbe 
charity ball out of the hands of the police and 
viving the St. Vincent de Paul and Provident 
Associations entire control of the matter has 
relieved us greatly, and the poor trouble us 


very little. They have found out that 
we have nothing to give, and _ they 
xO to the Provident Association, 


where, if they are actually needy and suffer- 
ing, their wants are supplied. When the 
police had the distribution of the provisions 
it was ap exsy matter to deceive them, and the 
least needy would be oftentimes the best 
served. They had to have sugar and coffee in 
those times, and would grumule if they did 
not get it.’’ 

“Then the old system was a failure?’’ 

“*Most assuredly. AsI stated to you, the 
suffering is nothing like as great as it was, for 
they have been compelied to go to 

WORK OR STARVE, 
and those that cannot work have been pro- 
vided for.” 

Poverty and crime go hand in hand, and 
this accounts for Capt. Huebler having 
the worst district in the city for criminals. 
The crimes committed there are too numeér- 
ous for the police to keep acc unt of, and as 
the parties who commit them succeed tna 
evading» srresf, the public are never the 
wiser. 

Not doubting the Captain’s word as to his 
having the greatest number of destitute peo- 
ple, the reporter started on a tour of invest- 
leation in company with Officer Krumwedy. 

“I can show yvou piaces,” said he, “where 
the people do notseemto know what food 


is. They voli nut, and seem to care 
not for what bappens or comes. 
Living from day to day without 
any purpose or object in view, 


their cases ure certainly mysterious. The 
cases here are not confined to alleys, but a 
great portion of the people seem to be able 
to barely prolong their existence from day to 
day. Turn in here,” said he as the historic 
narrow way known as Clabber Alley was 
reached. **You may know of its crimes, but 
you know nothing of ite poor.” 

The alley begins on Wasb streets between 
& xth and Seventh,and extends through to 
O'Fallon, a distance of several blocks. The 
dark deeds committed in it have occurred 
mosily between Warh and Carr,and beyon 
tuat the prople are peaceful. The -ly 
they leal—those in the quiet portion— 
is one of continual suffering and want.

Atthond 
street, once the red-light avenue of St. Lotis, 
is now the common resort for the mest 
vicious characters ofthe citv, and as. the 
property has become wortbless, many poor 
people drift along with those whom they 
would gladly avoid if their 
means permitted. But the Provident 
association, the only, source to which they 
can look for help, says that they must fiove 
or starve, and many of them are compelled 
to accept the latter alternative, as it is.im 

possible to move. The street from Fourth to 
the Levee, with a few exceptions, is filled 
with aclass of people who beg, starvé, steal 
orrob. The woman of the town, after belong 
driven from place to place, finally drops down 
into Almond street, the last resort. The pau- 
per, after the wanderings of the day, crawls 
into some of its tenantiess houses to wear 
away the iong hours of the night. ‘The

The poor district of that section is from 
Almond street to Chouteau avenue and from 
Third street to the levee.

On the reverse side are the months, with 


sufficient space for se enc the 
dates on which assistance was 
rendered. A record is aiso kept 


at both depots andthe name of every one 
who receives assistance recorded therein. An 
opportunity was afforded the reporter to 
witness the aistribution Yof provisions. It 
was distribution dayand hubdreds of poor 
people came with their tickets in their bands 
and were seryed in much less time than it 
takes to write it. Most of them carried 
baskets and small sacks, the basket forthe 
bread and the sack for the meal. A clerk ex- 
amines the ticket at agiance, asks no ques- 
tions, makes his entry and the pauper passes 
around to receive the allowance, which de- 
pends entirely on the size of the family. 
The distribution at the southern depot, Geyer 
avenue and Thirteenth street, takes place 
only twice a week, Tuesdays and Fridays, 
while at the northern depot, 1416 Chambers 
street, on the days designated on the card 
above. The bread is baked by the association 
in large and small ioaves, the larger weighing 
four and the smaMertwo pounds. A family 
of six receives two o; the large loaves twice a 
week and two pounds of cornmeal at the dis- 
tribution. The allowance of fuel is eight and 
one-half bushels every fortnight except in 
cases of sickness, when it is 
necessary to keep tire going all night, when 
the aliowance is doubled. Last year the 
association relieved 1,879 families, or a total 
of 6,024 people. The previous winter they 
cared for 2,113 families. Itis thought that 
the number this year will not beas large as 
last. 
THE SUPERINTENDENT 

stated that very few were obtaining assist- 
ance on account of not being able to obtain 
work. The whole number of families wouid 
probabiy not exceed twenty-five. Those 
whom the association was looking after were 


in the main aged, sick and _ crip- 
pled. No disreputable or sus- 
picious characters receive assistance, 


and if poor or destitute people are found in 
disreputable localities they are told that they 
must move out before aid van be extended 
For instance no one living on Almond street, 
no matter how deserving, can obtain a loa! 
of bread from the Association while living 
there. Thev must move out. 

‘*Many remarkable cases must come under 
your observation, Mr. Lack,’’ said the re- 
porter. 

“*[ see a great many cases of interest, cases 
that would iuterest the public if it was 
right for me _ to give them tu 
vou. But many ie of the people 
receiving assistance from us have once been 
ip comfortable circumstances, and 1 have had 
trouvie on account of their names getting inio 
print as paupers. They have pride yet, and, 
while they receive aid, I do not think it jus 
the thing to parade their misfortunes befure 
the world. 1 heard of a lady Saturday who is 
residing on Franklin avenue, and who was 
reported to me as being in destitute circum- 
stunces. Sbe is very inteliigent, and 
has two children. They came from 
Memphis recently. When I made known 
my mi-sion, she seemed Very much mortified 
aud rejected the proffers of assistance. See 
ing that there wis no fire in the apartment, [ 
told her she must be provided with coal, and 
accordingly sent her aload, bul she wouid 
receive nothing eise.”’

CHANGE NOTES. 


Delivery Day To-Morrow—An Ex- 
citing Market Expected. 


Large Sale of Sheep—Cut in Freights— 
Exchange Memberships. 


To-morrow promises tobe an exciting day 
in the grain markets, not alone here, but in 
Chicago, New York and elsewhere, where 
speculation has been manipulating the mar- 
kets. As the first day of February, t- 
morrow will give the shorts an opportunity 
to deliver the wheat and corn they have been 
carrying against next month’s coatracts, and 
itis thought that the amount sent out will 
be heavy. This will be particularly the case 


with corn, ifthe shorts carry out the in- 
tentions expressed by them to day. The 
stock of N. 2 mixed corn has been accumu- 
lating uolll now there must bein the peigh- 
borhoood of 1,750,000 bushels in store. A 
large portion of this 1s in the hands 
of one firm, who earlierin this month was 
popularly believed to be heavily long for 
themselves and several others, nearly all the 
February for which contracts were outstand- 
ing. Butitis claimed now that they have 
b2en quietly selling out for some time past, 
and that to-morrow, instead of being the re- 
cipienst of most of the corn that is put out, 
they will deliver their stock to other longs: 
if this is so, the question arises who will get 
all the corn? Of wheat there will be a very 
fair amount delivered... Three parties, wh« 
are the principal shorts for February will 
send out between 150,000 and 200,000 bush- 
els, and others who have been carrying 
smaller amounts will probably deliver envugb 


to bring the _ total up to about 
300,000 bushels or more. All 
this will go in the end to the clique 


that has been credited with the intention of 
‘‘cornering” February. That they can take 
all this in without any severe strain to their 
bank account is readily believed. The prip- 
cipal shorts, however, claim that they will 
be able to deluge the longs with enough 
actual wheat still to arrive during the com- 
ing month to filltheir short contracts and 
break the backbone of the ‘‘corner.’’gMost of 
this wheatis saidto be already bought in 
Toledo and at Indiana points, and will be 
shipped here as roridiy as the sellers can 
get cars. Itis be ved by some that the 
parties who are long February are short 
March against it, andthat for several days 
past they have been cornering their March 
shorts withthe ultimate intention of turning 
the squeeze over into March. Thereis un- 
doubtedly an immense shortage in March.

From the London News. 


At10 o’clock the Rogues’ walk—that broad 
rivbon of pavement stretching from Picca- 
dilly circus past the Criterion Theater and 
Restaurant to the top of Haymarket—re- 
Fembles more nearly the scene of a recent 
riot than a thoroughfare in the heart of Lon- 
don. Itis almost desolate as far as way- 
farere are concerned, gaslight and moonlight 
fully illuminating the white sidewalks, dot- 
ted just now by the dark figures of the police. 
An houror an hour and a half later more 
policemen are visible, ana passengers hurry 
slong, the majority of these be persons 
who have been tothe play or to the music- 
hall opposite, or to the other places of 
amusement. The theaters in the - 
market, in Panton street, and — 
Leicester Square contribute imime- 
diately, and those in 
Dean street, Dru 


fairly well-behaved persons who debouscb 
into Coventry street and on to the Rogues’ 
walk. But these passers-by are not the 
promenaders who have earned the place its 


unenviable notoriety. They are sober hus-. 


bauds and fathers who with wife and family 
are hoping to catch an omnibus at the circus, 
and have nothing in common witb the revel- 
ers who make the Rogues’ waik and er 
Regent street their own for at least two 
hours past midnight. These only begin to 
arrive toward the stroke of 12, and are easily 
distinguished in several ways.

They arrive with noise and 
fuss and clatter. Stylishly, too

The ultca-stylish 
ones halt at the glove shop while yet it is 
open, and don new gloves. Their next pro- 
ceeding is to light cigars—not cigarettes, but 
manly cigars corresponding in masculine 
tone with the bowler hats, male all-round 
collars, and “brown Newmarkets” worn by 
the majority. O:her hansoms now drive up 
furiously and diegorge tbe division of male 
humanity attracting or attracted by the 
brown Newmarkets aforesaid or other sirens 
in sealskin. Many greetings are exchanged, 
boisterous and otherwise, and there appears 
to be a genera! anxiety on the part ofall 
present to get as-much to drink before halt- 
past 12 as possible. Probably the business 
and pleasure of the Rogues’ walk require a 
great deal of alcoholic stimulant; but, how- 
ever this may be, there is plenty of drinkin 
atthe last moment. Ther, as the cloc 
strikes the hour of closing public houses, a 
flood of noisy women and rafliso men pours 
over the Rozues’ walk and inundates Lower 
Regent street. 

The shens are closed now, except porwr 
a few tov«cconists, and there is less gaslight 
on the pavement, thickly crowded with rojs- 
terers of both sexes, who walk here by meon- 
I‘ght, because they have no other place to go. 
It is true that they might go home to bed, but 
this soiution hardly commends itself:o women 
who have just come outin all their flaunting 
finery to display their attractions under the 
lamps. The scene is exairordinary, and 
completely unlike anything else in the world. 
Gir!s arm-in arm, three abreast, not one of 
whom can be more than 18 years old at the 
utmost, come rollicking along, all smoking, 
swaving backward and furward, and makipy 
ohservations which will not bear repetition. 
Not only blasphemy, not merely 
suggestiveness, but downright ob- 
scenity enters into every other 
‘entence. It must not be imagined 
that. aH this coarse and sometimes loath. 
seme tulk is carried on in an undertone, The 
last drain of ardent spirits andthe fumes of 
tobacco seem to bave completely taken away 
from the hundreds of girls assembled the 


last vestige of shame, and brutal obscenity’ 


speaks aluudin every tone of the human 
v ice. Perhaps the most saddening feature 
fthe ehast'y scene is the youth of the 
eat majority of the girls. They are not, a’ 
st didnotsee any, of the tender age 
sometimes spoken of, but they seem torange 
from 14 to about 18 or 20, the younger greatly 
preponderating. This is the peculiar char- 
acter of the crowd on the Rogues’ walk. It 
is mainly youne E.glish women whocrowd 
the pavement immediately after the Criterion 
and other places of refresbment have been 
closed. he thincheek, however coarsely 
raddiea, the painted eyes and even the sharp 
und vulgar voice, screeching filthy oaths, 
cannot conceal the fact that these hardened, 
debauched creatures arein their teens. Ani: 
they shriek lou:ler as the oight, or rather the 
morning, wears on. 

The men are astrange sample of London 
humanity. First of all they include amon 
them the rabble which in former times !urke 
among the purlieus of Panton street and the 
Haymurket, the keepers and door: openers of 
late grog-shops and supper-houses, the sham 
touts and bettiug men. the prize-fighters who 
neverifought anybody fairly, but "ere passing 
clever at beating aud stripping a drunken fool 
of watch aud chain and ready cash. The person 
described on the police-sheet as a “laborer,” 
does notappear on the Rogues’ walk, the 
cympany there being altogetber too rough and 
reckless to give him any chance of showing off 
his own proclivities. I haveremarked that the 
genus ‘‘swell”’ is almost absent. A few speci- 
mens pu-h their way through the crowd to 
get to the United or Raleigh clubs, and one 
or two ancient bucks, gray-headed and very 
well dressed, pass toand fro, saluted with 
red#narks addressed to “Daddy’’? and “Old 
ug,”’ nut besides the Haymarket residuum 
algeadvy mentioned, the crowd appears to be 
mide up of dissipated clerks and young 
tradesmen, the sons, perhaps, of opulent 
fathers. The young men are not shabbily 
drgssed; far from it. On the contrary, some 
aré made up in strict imitation of the ortho- 
dox crutch-anud-toothpick type, but the imi- 
tation is obvivus. Myr. Rogueswalker is a ae- 
scéendant, with perhaps some addition of vice, 
of Albert Smith’s immortal Bricksywickey. 
lie is a noisy,demonstrative young blackguard 
upon whom the police cannot lay atoo heavy 
har,d.' Dull-witted{and half-drunken, this is 
ihd@iprecise type of person to listen by the 
hvur to the “lion comique” the Jovial Splash 
the great Macbray, and other drearinesses o 
the music hail. Theranks of Mr. Rogues- 
walker are, it canrot be denied, largely re- 
cruited from other towns than London. He 
ix not always a cockney, for, as there isa 
difference between an alligator and a croco- 
dile, so is there between town and country 
’Arry. The latter is broader in his grotesque 
idiocy than even the London-bred imbecile. 

The wildest timeis undoubtedly between 
half-past 12 and half-past1. Towards the 
jaiter hour those who esteem themselves the 
more fortunute have gone home, but there is 
stilla lerge and noisy residue. 

Toward 2 o’clock there is a noteworthy 
thinning of the mob. Mr. Rogueswalker is 
finding it dull without anythiig to drink. 
An hour anda half strolling in the night air 
has also had the cffect of partially sobering 
him, an Operation which by no means in- 
creases eitber his good temper or his disposi- 
tion to listen to the voice of the charmer. 
She, poor wretch, is getting desperate at the 
prospect of alone, hungry walk home in the 
nipping and euger air. ot one who bas the 
money toride will walk, but many start, 
nevertheless, along Piccadilly, up Regent 
rtreet, and so forth. What a walk must that 
he to the place she calls bome for Kate Hack. 
about. And by what expedients of borrow- 
10g Orselling will sbe carry on till she again 
appears on the Rogues’ walk?. But, fatiing 
death or the hospital, thither she will cer- 
tainly come again. Freshly-gloved and with 
a cigar between her artificially-reddened lips, 
she willsurely appear at the hour of High 
Change on the mart of shame—a scene dis- 
reputadie to London apd disgraceful to 
Kngiaud, but, above all, saddening and sor- 
rowful beyond measure.

How to Macadamize Streets. 
St. Louis, January 30, 1882. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your valuable paper of Saturday you 
make some very sensible remarks regarding 
Street Commissioner Turner’s lament at not 
having more macaiam to put on the streets. 
Now, we all know that macadam streets do 
not suit our city, forthe reason that they not 
only require the greatest care, but also a large 
expenditure of money. The last item we have 
not got. Macadam streets would prove a fail- 
ure anywhere if put down as they are in St. 
Louis, to-wit: By spreading the macadam on 
top of the sand and on the hard surface of the 
old macadam belowit. If a-hole is to be fillea 


up the new macadam is put on top of the 
mud without loosening the hard surface be- 
low. Of course if macadam of New Eugiland 
granite were put in such a mortice it wouid be 
pulverized. 

Tne way macadam streets are renewed in 
London and Paris is as follows: The 
mud or dust is first removed, then theold sur- 
face is thoroughiy loosened by picke, so that 
the new crop of macadam, which is to go on, 
can amalgamate with the portion loosened. 
Sand and water are next applied, and a heavy 
steam rolier finishes the work. If the mac. 
adam usedin St Louis were of granite instead 
of limestone, the result would be the same. 
The mud must first be removed, and the old 
surface loosened, before the new application 
should be applied. Let Mr. Turner, if he has 
any money, remove some of the mud, and we 
can wait some time for a new application of 
limestone, if he ig going to apply it as he has 
done. ILlearned, when in Chicago afew days 
ago, that the horse railroads are compelled 
py lawto pavetheir tracks fo full exvent of 
their lines with wood and stone, and if our 
10ads were pompense to pave their tracks 
with granite blocks, we would soon see a great 
improvement in our streets. C. G.

Here he remained till last Novem- 
ber, when he moved to Texarkana. His 
health failing he was forced to go 
home fora shurt period, after which he re- 
turned to St. Louis. About a week agoa 
friend of his, Charles Lansberry, left St. 
Louis for Chicago and took a situa- 
tion in a saloon on Van Buren street. 
He (McGlew) wasto follow a week after. 


Accordingly the week before last

The Court of Appeals, {n an opinion by 
— Thompson, regards this as a ‘‘very 
hard case, and the subject demands the earn- 
esi attention of the Legislature.” It is clear 
that such law “has mo ge become the 
means by which husbands, abandoning their 
wives and children in other states, 
have perpetrated a cruel wrong of 
obtaining divorces from their wives, the lat- 
ter wholly ignorantef the pendency of the 
proceedings and innocent of any act of omis- 
sion which, under our laws. would afford 
ground fora divorce. The law sbouid allow 
a reasonabie time within which to open 
the proceedings. Itis allowed in attach- 
ment where oy rights of propertylof prop- 
erty are affected, that it should be denied in 
cases affecting the dearest interests of life 
and the weifare of society itself seems to us 
inexplicabie.”
